In the fmalleft Matters, the Method we

Whoever thinks, that by opening the 
French Trade, \ fhould mean bringing us 
back to Trade with France upon the fame 
Terms that we Traded with them in 76, 
aod ¢o 86, from the fham Prohibition mes- 
tion’d before,to the real one; that we fhould 
come to Trade with them 840000). per 
Ann.to our Lofs, muft thik me as Mad as 
1 think him for fuggefling its butIf on 
the contrary I prove, that as we Traded 
then 8500007.a Year to our Lofs, we can 
Trade now with them 6000c0 J. a Year to 
our Gain; then I will venture to draw this 
Confe quence. that we are diftraéted, {peak- 
ing of our Trading Wits ifwe do notTrade 
wich them. 

In my laft, I began to fhew you, whence 
this eifference proceeds, and 1/t.1 inflanc’d 
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into their Manufaétures by 
Imitation, fome of which by Improve- 
ment, and fome by needful Prohibition we 
make fo well, that we fhall never return to | 
them for the Trades as Glafs, Hats, and 
I thould have mention’d Iron Works, which - 
now they they wouldcome tous for: I 
come nowto add twoother Articles, viz. 
Papet and Wronght Silks om—And tho’ I 
do not fay we are compieat in either of 
thefe, yetI venture to fay this, we are far 
advanc’d, and we make them, efpecially 
our Broad Silksaod Paper fo well, that it 
will forever be our Intereft to keep luch 
Duties upon the Forreign Import, as well 
from other Parts as from France, asthe La- 
bour and Ingenuity of our own Pcor may 
not be dilcourag’d —— Tre Trade of Lute- 
ftrings and black Alamodes has been an E- 
minent Inftance of this,and be it, that they 
may not come upto a Perfedion ia all 
Parts, yet thefe Things fupply us, and may 
do fo ftillin the grofs, without ever run- 
ning back to France. 

1 know I thall be anfwer’d, that all thefe 
Things are Trifles, and make no gieat fhew 
in the Trade 5 That the Wine aad Brandy 
is the grofs of the Trade, and how will we 
manage our felves in that ?—— 

This is anfwer'd effeQually by one Ar- 
ticle — Keepon your Duties of 521. pir 
Jun upon Wine, and per Tam upon 
Brandy, and you fhall.never bring French 
Wine or French Brandy to be the common 
draught of the Nation; and this is the grand 
Foundation on which I fall curn rhe whole 
Argument, and J fisadl ftate it more clearly
